The piqug skirt is ornamented with three oross-out 
cambric bands : a small pouf at the back and a deep plaited basque, 
bordered with English embroidery. Square bodice with pink corslet, 
likewise trimmed en berthe with embroidery. 

The back 
of the skirt is bordered with a blue flounce, and the front with a blue 
band. The tunio is edged with English embroidery. The quilles are 


plaited and bordered with embroidery. Bodice with bretelles to cor- 
respond. This costume could also be made of de laine and silk. 

Fig. 4. Girl of Fourteen.— Light grey poplin, trimmed with dark 
grey silk. Skirt plaited in front, and ornamented at the back with 
cross-bands. Princesse tunic with Louis XV. waistcoat. Bodice with 
revers, edged with a silk ruche. These revers are continued at th e 
back, and hold up the pouf. 

Fig. 5. Girl of Eighth— Blue baptiste and white French cambric. 
Blue skirt, kilt-plaited from the waist. White tunic, vandyked and 
ornamented with braiding. Beep jacket bodice with Isabeau bas- 
ques. 
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
